The Conclusion the Camnittee Reached on the Objective behind Publication of the 
Book 


It was clear to the canmittee that the book essentially dealt with stages in the 
life of Enjy 'Uthman Ahmad 'Uthman arn! that the difficult positions which he faced 
in his life, especially at the hanis of certain individuals in the power centers, 
did not effectively abstruct his performance of his duty toward national action 
in the contracting fields am! pariticpation in the immense projects which ac- 
campanied the 23 July revelution, such as the High Dam project. Through this book, 
he has striven to offer an example for the younj, and this was confirmed to the 
cammittee when it reviewed the transcripts of the People's Assembly's 10-11 Feb- 
ruary 1976 session and its 49th session on 18th April 1976, when Eng ‘Uthman Ahmad 
‘Uthman, then minister of housing an’ redevelopment, responied as follows to the 
discussions which took place in the assembly:

The committee recalled the splerniid position President Muhammad Anwar al-Sadat took 
in the historic speech he gave at the joint session of the People's Assembly 
the Central Cammittee on 14 March 1976 in response to the casting of doubt on the 
23 July revolution and President 'Abd-al-Nasir's integrity, when his excellency 
announced the conclusions of the investigation the socialist public 





“A Dialogue behind the Walls,” establishing the innocence of President Jamal ‘Abd- 
al-Nasir of all charges directed against him. In his aforementioned historic speech, 
the president also decided to put himself at the disposal of the People's Assembly, 
because that was the only body which could interrogate him, arc he was a partner 

in the 23 July revolution and bore responsibility fro the decisions issued in the 
context of this revolution. 


It is clear from all the foregoing, both from the documents which the committee 
has researched ard from Eng ‘Uthman Ahmad ‘Uthman's statements, that the purpose 

in publishing the book was not to defame any specific person or to cast aspersions 
on the 23 July revolution and its achievements, but that the basic goal of the book, 
rather, was to place his personal experience before the young people to be an incen- 
tive to them to work an! transcerd all difficulties, no matter how great they might 
seem . 


The Investigation into the Two Items (B): The First Item: Construction of Villas 
for Officials 


We asked Eng ‘Uthman Ahmad ‘Uthman about the contents of page 393 of his 
book concerning people for whom villas and buildings had been constructed ani the 




















meaning of the statement "The building was constructed for the unnamed person as 
a villa for one of his daughters at a price of 6,000 pounds, then a villa was 
built tor his other daughter for 8,000 pounds y; and the cost was no secret to the 


person for wham the villas were built,” and assertion that/ he knew what was 
going on between the man amd his wife. 

He replied that he did not mean any person in particular but just wanted to make 
a canparison betwen President al-Sadat's position ani probity and the position 

of same people in the power centers, and what people were saying, especially 

to the effect that same members of the power centers were accused by the revolu- 
tionary court of building villas in the first session of 1971. This issue was 
also rasied before the People's Assembly in 1976, and the assembly transcripts 
give testimony to this. 


As regards the statements made in his book to the effect that he knew what was 
going »%n between the man and his wife, he mentioned that it became apparent after 
the 15 May revolution that all the power centers were recording each other's tele- 
phone conversations arm! were acting in accordance with these recordings, whose 
validity they acknowledged before the court. 


We asked him whether the Arab Contractors Company or any public sector company 
had built villas for any officials. He denied that and asked the committee to 
seek the truth by referring to the People's Assembly transcripts in this regard 
and the statements mae by the committee of experts drawn up by the curt to ex- 
amine the Arab Contractors’ books in 1976. His statemer* in the book on the sub- 
ject of the villas was made in gereral form "I did not mean anyone by it bu 
mentioned for example that that goes on between contractors and businessmen". 

Also, the statement "public sector company” did not appear in the book. 





When we asked him about his statement that the villa cost 100,000 pounds at a 
tame when he told the revolutionary court that the price of building ‘Ali Sabri's 
villa, which cost 19,000 pounds, was to be considered reasonable, he said "What 

I mentioned in this regard is a statement which has been passed around and is 
going about on people's tongues. There is a difference between the cost build- 
ing a villa and the cost of its internal furnishings, which are made in accordance 
with the financial ability of its owner and can be done in stages. There are 
people who do the floors in tile ami people who use marble or panel the rooms 
with wood. When I said 'milding a villa for officials,’ I wanted to show the 
devout young people of Egypt that there are power centers which used the slogans 
of people who live affluently.”

We asked Eng ‘Uthman Ahmad ‘Uthman whomhe meant by “he has become one of the 
biggest millionaires in Egypt and has amassed a fortune of no less than 400 
million pounds.” He replied that he did not mean anyone specifically. For ex- 
ample, Mr ‘Ali Shafiq, who was a director of Field Marshal ‘Abd-al-Hakim ‘Amir's 
office, was found murdered in his home in London and the sum of 1 million pounds 
in cash was found in his apartment. When we explained to him that some imiivi-~ 
@uals and same nwspapers abroad concluced that the contents of the book meant in 
this particular case Dr Ashraf Marwan, he replied that the statements he had 

read in the papers attributed to Dr Ashraf Marwan provoked his amazement, because 
he did not mean him at at all.

The Conclusion the Cammittee Reached 


The item on the construction of villas and buildings for same officials at less 
than actual cost: 


Eng 'Uthman Ahmad 'Uthman stipulated that the contents of his book were statements 
in circulation which people were bruiting about as he had stated previously, that 
he did not mean anyone or any particular villa specifically, and that he did not 
know the names of specific public sector companies which had built villas. He was 
not accountable for people who twisted what he said and attributed the phrases 
set down in this regard to the late President Jamal 'Abd-al-Nasir. He also denied 
that the Arab Contractors Canpany had built villas or dwellings for officials. 


The cammittee examined this issue in terms of the quasi-exploitation of public 
money and the exploitation of influence, did not content iteelf with Eng ‘Uthman 
Ahmad 'Uthman's statements, and came up with the following facts: 


1. The socialist public prosecutor brought Mr ‘Ali Sabri to trial on the charge 
of exploiting influence andi building a villa under the jurisdiction of the Arab 
Contractors. Concerning the revolutionary court's verdict on the crime, mmber 
one for 1971, page 405 of the book, where the charge was reproduced /says/: 


"It has not been proved that funds owed by the Arab Contractors Campany went direc- 
tly or indirectiy to pay the amounts due for the construction of thie villa, nor 
has it been proved that the Arab Contractors Campany paid the contractor ‘Ali '‘Abd- 
al-'Aziz, who built the villa, payments owing in this regard." 


2. The following appeared on page 407: 


"Above and beyord the foregoing, the experts Muhammad Hasan al-Shimi and Sami Munir 
Salamah, who were assigned to investigate the Arab Contractors Campany's accounts 

for the period 1 July 1965 to 30 June 1968, made a report stating that no 

villa building activities’ were carried out by the con'’ractor ‘Ali ‘Abd-al-'‘Aziz or 
any other subcontractor during this period." 








It was also stated, on page 405, that Eng ‘Uthman Ahmad ‘Uthman testified that the 
costs mentioned in the cunstructicn contract were reasonable and were consonant with 
the costs prevalent at that time (19,000 pounds to build a villa).

In fact, he was the only person who attacked him in the 
People's Assembly; no other deputies did, so that makes the reference obvious to 
people. 


Dr al-Qadi, ashe stated in the petition for the suit which accampanied the request 
for withdrawal of immunity, had attacked 'Uthman Ahmad 'Uthman's managerial, fiscal 
and constitutional cormduct in two successive cabinets, those of Dr ‘Abd-al-—'Aziz 
Hijazi and Mr Mamiuh Salim.
